SAX FttAXCISCO. Feb. 25. —.The 


action of JIayor James Holph Jr. in 
removing his entire board 
of 
fire 


commissioners because they attempted 
to dismiss 
Chief 
Thomas Murphy 


•without giving him the formality of a 
trial, was upheld this morning: by Su- 
perior Judge Sea-well. The court de- 
cided that the mayor had the right 
to remove the commission and that the 
members were not, as they claimed, 
even now entitled to their positions. 


The decision was based on two 


points: First, the court held that the 
charter provision requiring: a trial be- 
fore a member of the department 
could be removed. Is constitutional. 
Second, he held that whether the con- 
formants or non-conformants with 
that charter provision 
constituted 


cause for removal was a. matter for 
the mayor to decide, and not within 
the jurisdiction of the court. 
"I would be reluctant to say," con- 
cluded the court, "that a violation of 
the charter provision on the part of 
the fire commissioners was not causa 
for removal." 
The matter came before Judge Sea- 
well on a petition for a writ of review 
filed by Attorney Harry Stafford in 
behalf of Charles T. Spader, one of 
the deposed commissioners and th« 
decision was rendered orally from th« 
bench. 
Spader, together with James Dil- 


lon, Charles E. Jones and John Mar- 
tin, was ousted from the commission 
by the mayor after they had refused 
absolutely to re-instate Chief Engineer 
Thomas ilurphy, whom they had dis- 
missed from the department. The dis- 
missal of the board came as a. climax 
to days o* negotiations during -which 
San Francisco for a time had two flr« 
chiefs. Murphy and Patrick Sh&ugh- 
neesy. The latter wa« selected by the 
commission as Murphy's successor. 
The commissioners stated that they be- 
lieved they were doing, the mayor's 
will when tfcey dismissed Murphy, and 
the mayor ordered him back to his 
post. Several clashes of authorities at 
fires occurred between Murphy, back- 
ed by the mayor, and Shaughnessy, 
backed by the ffre commission. 
Finally, a meeting was held at 
which it was expected the commis- 
sion would restore Murphy. Instead 
they confirmed their decision 
while 
the mayor looked on and issued an 
order posted In the firehonses that 
Shaughnessy only was to be obeyed. 
Then the mayor dismissed all of 
them, appointing In their places John 
F. Davis. John Fogany, 
S-kes and 0. R. Herring.
